"You can be decent and gifted at the 
same time!" That line, scripted by 
Aaron Sorkin, could have been lifted 
from his film The Social Network to 
describe Mark Zuckerberg. Instead, 
a man barks it to Apple mastermind 
Steve Jobs in this sharp, engrossing 
effort. And this tech visionary is sig- 
nificantly more flawed. No biopic, the 
movie focuses on the backstage drama 
leading up to three product launches. 
We begin in 1984 as Jobs (Michael 
Fassbender) prepares to debut the 
Macintosh. Moments before go time, 
he strategizes with his marketing 
director (Kate Winslet), feuds with 


his ex (Katherine Waterston) over the 
paternity of her girl, bristles with his 
partner (Seth Rogen) and drinks with 
his CEO (Jeff Daniels). Those VIPs also 
appear right before the 1988 Next sys- 
tem and 1998 iMac unveilings. At first, 
it's jarring to hear decades' worth of 
info crammed into dialogue snips, but 
to paraphrase the old slogan . . . Sorkin 
thinks different.
